This election is filed in response to the Restriction Requirement issued March 6, 2006, in 
connection with the above-identified patent application. A response to this Office Action is due 
April 6, 2006. Applicants respectfully request consideration of the following remarks. 

Claims 1 to 41 are pending. The claims have been restricted to the following three groups. 

I. Claims 1 to 14, 15 to 24, and 30 to 36, drawn to a method for treating a patient 
having a fungal infection with an antifungal agent and an IL-2(p55) antibody. 

II. Claims 25 to 29, drawn to a kit.
